When is a Show 
Not a Show? 


CONUNDRUM ANSWERED BY 
DISTRICT COURT JUDGE 


The bylaws of the Town of 
Strathmore received quite a jolt on 
Monday, when it was stated by His 
Honor Judge Carpenter, at the 
sitting of the District Court held 
here, that the town could not en- 
force the payment of a license fee 
from Mr F. H. Tucker for the rad- 
ium ‘Lecture’ which he ran here 
last month. 

The matter had already been be- 
fore a Court of Justice in the latter 
part of December, when it was de- 
cided by Justice of Peace Lambert 
and Vickery that Mr Tucker was 
guilty of an infringement of the 
town bylaws, and sentenced him to 
a fine of $10.00 and costs. The 
trial before the District Court was 
in the nature of an appeal trom that 
decision. 

The case created a considerable 
amount of local interest and when 
the hearing commenced on Monday 
afternoon at the Town Hall there 
was a large attendance of the 
public, 

The appellant's case was handled 
by Mr J. J]. Petrie, but the Town 
was rather unfortunate, the Calgary 
lawyer they had selected, Mr 
Ryan, having phoned down two 
hours previous to the commence- 
ment of the case that he would be 
unable to attend. Mr Sly, secre- 
tary-treasurer, presented the case 
for the town, and did it as well as 
could be expected considering the 
shortness of the time at his dispos- 
al. 

The town's bylaw in regard to 
entertainments provides that for 
every entertainment or show held in 
the town for which admission is 
charged a license fee for $5.00 shall 
be imposed. Mr Tucker arranged 
with a Mr B, Patty, of Chicago, to 
give a lecture on radium, liqnid air, 
and wireless telegraphy. The lec- 
ture was given, the town constable 
asked tor the license tee, and Mr 
Tucker refused to pay, on the 
ground that his lecture did not 
come within the scope of the bylaw. 

The only witness called by the town 
was Wm Jones, principal of the 
school, who told of what he had 
seen at the lecture, 

After heariig the remarks of 
Messrs Petrie and Sly, Judge Car- 
penter said that he was of the opin- 
ion that this lecture did not come 
under the definition of show as 
mentioned in the bylaw. These 
words were supposed to be con- 
strued on the principle of the consi- 
deration of a just and generous 
clause. He thought the word 
‘*show” distinctly meant with ordin- 
ary people what would be consider- 
ed and defined a show more in the 
nature of an exhibition or perform- 
ance rather than a lecture. The 
example that had been brought up 
by Mr Petrie in regard to a lecture 
to a Farmers Association with 
practical demonstrations was very 
much to the point, That this lect- 
ure was not on Farming, but on 
another subject of an educative 
nature did not affect the principle. 
He would therefore quash the con- 
viction without costs.

some color of similarity, it would seem 
evident to some extent at least that 
the policy protection has not been 
without advantage to the farmers of 
Canada, particularly those in mixed 
farming. Che agricultural value of 
Protection seems to be further indi- 


cated by the fact that agriculture has 
been ruined in Great Britain 
Free Trade. In Canada on the other 
hand it is widely admitted that Pro- 
tection benefits industrial workers as 
well as farmers. Many 
economists, acting on the principle 
that what is one man’s meat must be 
another man’s poison, think that Pro- 
tection must necesearily be an agri- 
cultural poison solely because it pro- 
vides nourishment for industry. They 
find in the rowth of manufactures 
sure proof of the farmer’s ruin 
{s as ridiculous as to say that no man 
become rich without !mpoverish- 
ing some other man; that no bullock 
{in a herd can grow fat without sothe 
other bullock growing thin, 

Still, some of the wise men who do 
not belleve that the farmer can really 
be prosperous until every factory is 
closed down are like Goldsmith's 
schoolmaster who even though van- 
quished could argue still, They will 
cry out triumphantly, “Show us if you 
are able how it can ever be to the 
farmer's advantage to pay $10 for an 
article which could be bought in the 
States for $9.” Putting aside the 
question, whether this article could be
